THE MACDONALD FSED, 


On Wednesday night last, this long expect: 

ed and much talked of erent took place, at 
the Atheneum, in this town. ‘Tho Ministeri- 
alists turned out in full force, to the number 
of about two handred, to meet tho heads of 
the western section of the Coalition. A large 
number of Reformers and others opposed to 
the Governmont were present, led thither, no 
doubt, by curiosity and free ticketa—of which 
the committoe were very liberal, 
Among the guests presunt, we noticed on 
tho platform, besides the Hon. J. A, Macdon 
ald, Sidney Smith, and J, ©, Morrison, of the 
Ministry, the Hon, Edinund Murney, Rer'dy 
J, A, Preston, and A, Walkers Jas. 
Webster Bsq. of Guelph, A. 'T. McDonald Ex: 
W. G, Hinds Bsq.. Wet. Wilkinyon Exq., of 
Kingston; H. G. Gillespie Exq., J. ©. Franck 
Esq, John O'flare Esq, F. NeAnnany Esq, 
Geo. Filliter Bxq,, Jas, Blicklock xq. 

A good number of Reformers of the old 
school were present, but more, whe were ex- 
pected to take an uctive purt in the proceed- 
ings, did not attend at all, and much disap- 
‘pointment was felt on this account. 

The Chair was taken by Mr. Benjamin 
without any formal yote, following the exam 

ple of the * Brown dinners,” at which the Mi- 
nisterial journals expressed so much dixsatis- 
faction. he Vico-chairs were taken in the 
kame manner; one by H, Corby Bsq., Belle- 
ville, ono by A, B. Wood Eaq., Reeve of Ma- 
doc, and one by N.S, Appleby Esq., Reeve 
of Tycndinaga, ‘Tha roomvas tastefully dec- 
orated with flags &c., and the dinner, which 
waa provided by Mr, Lester, wag all that could 
be desired, and will doubiless establish his 
naine as a successful purveyor in alfuirs of 
this kind. 

Tho usual loyal and patriotic Toasts were 
given from the chair, and drunk with great 
enthusiasm, especially “His Excellency the 
Hdministrator of Canada, Sir Fenwick Wil- 
liams,—tho hero of Kars.” 

The Chairman, in proposing the Tonst of 
the evening, “the health of the Hon. Attorney 
General West,” said that it gave him great 
pleasure to preside over the present meeting, 
and to welcome to Belleville so distinguished 
a person as the Hon. John A. Macdonald, the 
Attorney General for Canada West. Before 
patting the Toast, which he was sure would 
be well received by the Jarge assembly pre- 
sent, he would Jike to offer a few remarks, ex- 
plaining his reasons for supporting th 
sent Coalition, [Our reporter, expecting a 
more elaborate and lengthy explanason of 
the acts of the Governments with which the 
Hon, Att'y Gen’l is and haa been connected, 
merely took a synopsis of Mr. B.'s speech.]— 
He acknowledged serving and supporting the 
Government of which the Hon. Jolin A, Mac- 
donald was the leading spirit of the western 
section; he was proud of doing so; he had 
often been asked how those men, who a num- 
ber of years ago were found opposing one a- 
nother in the most bilter manner in the poli- 
tical arena, could now be found working har- 
moniously together? he could tell the persons 
who asked such questions, that the old line 
of party distinctions which divided parties a 
few years ago, were now completely ssept 
away, and that they now could work together, 
having the interest of the country at heart, 
without an abnegation of those principles for 
which they had always contended ; he (Mr. B.) 
had often been asked how he, who 20 years 
ago wrote article after article against the 
French, could now be found acting witb the 
French majority of the House; he would tell 
them, that 20 years ago the French were not 
prepared by education to enter into a union 
with Upper Canada; true, in the higher class- 
es of education they were farin advance of U. 
Janada, yet the mass of the people were ig- 
norant and tineducated, and did not under- 
stand the theory or principle of seifgovern 

ment. Now it was otherwise; under the ju- 
dicious training of Upper Cani 
nada bad as good a system of schools as was 
to be found; her Municipal laws bad also un- 
dergone a change; and every change was for 
the better, He contended that those Conser- 
yatives who supported the government of the 
Atvy Gen'l, or what was called the Coalition 
Government, had not forfeited one iota of their 
priveiples in doing so; he also contended that 
tho e Reformers who supported Mr. Mucdon- 
ald, had not forfeited (heir views, Mr, Ben- 
jamin alluded to the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
and said that because the present Government 
had not the credit of originating the unde 
taking, they should not receive the blame 
which mighic be attnolied to its working,—at 
least, be said, Canadians had no right to com 

plain, for while they had the track and rolling 
atock as security, the stockholders had noth 

ing; he would like to sce the man who would 
be willing to throw away the advantages which 
we possess in having the Railroad, for the 
nuke of getting clear of the paltry £4,000,000 
which the Canadian Government were respon- 
sible for, “Mr. Benjamin then alluded to the

of the people of Upper Canada. The honora- 
ble gentleman pleaded extreme fatigue, having 
risen from a bed of sickness, three weeks ago, 
to attend the first public political demonstration 
that had been given him in the Western sec- 
tion of the Province, and a continual round of 
fatigue for the past three weeks, had left him 
completely exhausted. He could not but thank 
the worthy chairman for the very eloquent and 
elaborate address in explanation of the poli 
pirates by the Government, of which he (M 
M.) was a member. It would relieve him 
greatly from the fatizue of going through a 
long exposition of tlie politics of the country, 
to which he did not featien hal and allow hi 
to pass lightly over the various topics, touching 
only on the more recent and important ones 
in which the people were now more particular- 
lyinterested. He would not attempt a history 
of the different administrations with which he 
had been connected—it would take days, and 
wouldnot then be complete. Ue felt deeply the 
attucks made upon him by different Newspa- 
pers of the western section of the Province, 
who, following in the wake of the Globz, thought 
no abuse or obloquy too vile to be heaped up- 
on him. Ithad been said in those papers that 
his conduct was so reprehensible fit he dure 
not face an Upper Canadian constituency; 
that he dare not show his face in Kingston, 
after his conduct had been exposed in the mat- 
ter of the Prince of Wales’ reception, or rather 
rejection. He was happy to say that he had 
faced Upper Canadian constituencies, and that

A young lady in South Carolina thus 
writes to a relative in New York :— 

K , 8. C,, Saturday, Doc. 1 1860, 

My Dear Uncre: It is with different 
feelings that I set myself to pen these lines 
to you, from those which actuated me when 
I wrote you last. Then all looked bright 
and cheerily in the future—now how 
gloomy and portentous, still I fervently 
“pray God that this cup may pass away 
from us.” The country here is all aglow 
with tho fires of revolution, and such is the 
intensity of excitement that we can scarcely 
find time or inclination to talk or think of 
anything else than the political topics of 
the day, and the moral and socisl conse- 
quences directly pertaining to secession. I 
fear that sececssion and revolution are, with 
our people, foregone conclusions; that we 
have gone so fur, retraction and recession 
are impossible, and that civil war, with all 
its consequent horrors, is already upon us. 
I shudder for the wives and mothers, sisters 
and babes of South Carolina, as I contem- 
plate the immediate future of the state. 
You need not be surprised at any time to 
seo me and the children in your midst, for 
no argument could induce mo to remain 
here an hour longer then I should be com- 
pelled to, if tho worst should come to tho 
worst, 

You may imagine, dear uncle, our sitna- 
tion, but you never can realize it in its full- 
ness. Alrondy we tremble iu our owa homes 
in anticipation and expectancy of what is 
liable to burst forth at any moment, a negro 
insurrection, Could you seo tho care and 
precantion displayed here by the proprietors 
of the negroes, not only planters, but others, 
yon would not for a moment envy us our 
possessions, Not # night passes that wo 
do not securely lock our field servants in 
their quarters; but our most loved and 
valued louse servents, who in ordinary 


duty it is to defend the Federal forts on 
Southern soil, and who have only force 
enough to invite an attack which they cau- 
not possibly resist. The President must 
meet the responsibility of having either de- 
liberately made arrangements to betray the 
Constitution he has taken a solemn oath to 
maintain and defend,—or of baying failed, 
through cowardly imbecility, to meet the 
grave crisis with which his name must be 
inseparably connected.

THE SECESSION MOVEMENT.

SOUTHERN SECESSION, 


Contrary to the expectations of many, South 
Carolina has carried her blustering threats into 
execution, and by an, ordinance passed in a 
State Convention on Thursday Inst, she has 
declared herself out of the Union, ‘The ordi- 


| 
nance was passed without a dissenting voice, 


169 members being present. According to 
the telegraph report, the news was received 
with great enthusiasm in some of the South- 


ern cities, and the event was celebrated in se~ 
yeral places by the firing of salutes of 100 guns, 
—whiile, astonishing as it may appear, the news 
created no excitement whatever at Washing- 
ton! 

The queatjon now arises, Where will this 
Secession movement stop, and what results 
will follow this rash step? Will all the Slave 
States follow the example of their precipitant 
sister? Under the excited state of the South- 
ern mind, it is hardly possible to predict fu- 
ture action, but we can hardly bring ourselves 
to believe that such deplorable consequences 
will flow from the present political agitation, 
In pulling down the political superstructure 
which was reaved with such patriotic wisdom 
and cemented by the blood of their forefathers, 
the South are “plucking down ruin” upon 
their own heads, Separated from the North- 
ern confederacy, the Southern would be in o 
decidedly worse position with regard to their 
peculiar interests, than they are now in the 
Union. The slave population is now four times 
that of the whites. If the slaves should strike 
for freedom, they would now have to contend 


against the united power of the Federal Goy- 
ernment, which isin duty bound to suppress 
any servile insurrection. Remove this potent 
restraint, aad what protection have the slave- 
holders beyond their own scanty forces, against 
4 repetition of St. Domingo missacres?  Inse- 
cure as life and property may be in the Union, 
on account of expected revolt by human beings 
kept in ¥6ndage against their will, out of the 
Union the insecurity would be many times in- 
creased, Even if insurrection could be kept 
down by constant vigilance, the trouble, ex- 
pense, and onxiety attending it would make 
slave labor almost valueless in a commercial 
point of view, and a curse as a social institu- 
tion. Add to this the increased facilities for 
the escape of fugitives which an immense bor- 
der of Hee territory would supply, and one 
would suppose that secession would be the ve- 
ry last thing which the South would desire. 
Should the whole Slave States go out of the 
Union in a body, it would not be ten years be- 
fore all the border States would become free, 
from their inability to keep their slaves from 
running away; and so the exodus would con- 
tinue, Wntil slavery became extinct in all the 
States. Slavery can only be maintained and 
pernsusien under the existing Union, and 
y the assistance of the North; dissolve the 
Union, the slaves will work out their own de- 
liverance, 

From these considerations itis difficult to 
believe that the South are really in carnest— 
The border States are opposed to secession, 
and are anxious to compromise matters with 
the North. ‘That is, since the Republicuns 
have achieved a victory they are asked to fore- 
go all its advantages, which they very properly 
deeline, The battle, they in-ist, has to be 
fought some time or other, and they may as 
well have it out now, while they lave their 
hand in, The remajning cotton States are 
prepared to wait until they have more tenable 
grounds, Even,South Carolina, although she 
has crossed the Rubicon, stands hesitatingly 
on the dangerous verge, not knowing whether 
it is best to proceed any further or not. The 
Conyention declare the State to be free from 
the coutrol of Federal laws, and yet in the 
same breath they assert the right of Congress 
to collect the revenue, and to control the postal 
department! The forts and arsenals are yet 
in the hands of the Federal authorities, and if 
the President does his duty they will remain 
so. Independence under such circumstances 
} is a boastful sham, and not worth talking about, 
Tt will ead, like South Carolina nullification did 
under General Jackson, who taught the nulli- 
flers a lesson they should not have forgotten 
80 ensily. 

The Secessionists will find now that it is not 

all talk uwd bluster. Thay will have to deal 
with hard facts, which will not give way before

goguca, They say they have obtained their 
independenc what will they do with it now 
that they have it?
